Placement 


According to the Interpretation of a 


new Inter-state commerce conml-sslon 
order receiver!1 In Ix>well today, the 
coal supply will he seriously 
effected 


unless consignees unload 
fuel 
cara 


within 24 hours after they have b«e-i 
placed by the railroad. 


This order, marked as No. 7, r*ads 


as follows: 


"To All FreleM Aicents— 
"The Inter-siate commerce commis- 
sion has jssued service order No. 1, to 
all common carriers by railroad snl - 
fecf IQ the interstate 
commerce 
act 
within the territory east of the Mis- 
sissippi river ami a norlion ot tbi£- or- 
der which renuires and in fact necessi- 
tates the most 
careful 
attention Is 
hereby ouoted below: 
tt Is further ordered that all com- 
mon carriers hy rat I r Dad within the 
territory 
hereinbefore 
described 
be 
and they are hereby authorized and di- 
rected, effective June !3rd. 1020 and 
until further order of ih« commission, 
to place an embargo against the re- 
ceipt of coal by any consleno* end 
arainst the placement of coal cars for 
consignment to any 
conslcrn^e 
who 
shall fail or refuse to unload coal or 
place for unloading 
within 
twenty- 
four hours after such placement until 
all coal so placed has been unloaded 
hv such consignee, provided th-il *his 
authorization and direction shall r.ot 
Interfere with the movement of coa.1 
under permit to any coal, pool or/iwols 
when authoriiert by an onl^r hereto- 
fore or hereafter entered by the com-r 
mission." 


In brief, this order mrans that all 


consisnees must unload their coal In- 
side of 21 hours after placement and. 
falling -lo do this, the railroad offi- 
cials :if« obliged to give the number 
of cars and names of consignees to 
the superintendent of transportation 
and with the Information as to the 
probable hour at which It will be un- 
loaded. 
On receipt of this informa- 


tion, the superintendent of transpor- 
tation will f.o report to the Inter-stato 
commerce commission, who will stop 
shipment of all coal to such delin- 
quents until such a time as all their 
cars hare, been unloaded. 


>s far as cas be learned, cars have 


been unloaded profntly in a majority 
of Instances, but promptly now .Tieans 
within l\ hours, with no extensions, 
and the Boston & Maine officials hope 
consignees will co-operate to the lim- 
it In making the new order run as 
smoothly as possible. The road has no 
alternative but to report delinquents' 
and until this or that delinquent un- 
loads all of his coal, an embargo will 
be plyaced against any In transit for 
him. 


Behind this 'new ordAr is the effort 


of the commission and Fuel Director 
Rtorrow of Massachusetts to pet empty 
cars back to-tho coal region as quick- 
ly as -possible, as this is believed to 
bo the underlying reason for the pres- 
ent shortage.
